Ottawa, July 15th— There is not 
much doubt that the destiny of the 
world these days lies in the keeping 
of five or six men, Hitler, Chamber- 
lain, Mussolini, Roosevelt, Chautemps 
and Stalin, and that it would not take 
much to set off a catastrophe, With 
this in mind, the recent travels of our 
own premier are not without some 
world significance. 
conversation with Roosevelt before he 
went to London and unquestionably 
carried a message to the British lead- 
ers from the White House.. He has at 
tempted, without much success so far 
to act as sponsor of an Anglo-Amer- 
ican trade agreement. Then he visited 
Germany, and in a sense must be re- 
garded as an unofficial ambassado: 
between the British Commonwealth 
and Germany. Now he has returned to 
Canada. It is not to be expected that 
he will reveal everything that went 
on. There will be much curiosity even 
about the little he does say. 

Britain’s policy is at last fairly 
clear. She has decided that the only 
way to meet the mailed fist is with 
a bigger mailed fist. She is going to 
make herself so strong that she can- 
not be ignored. This will involve all- 
fances. Just now, one is told, she is 
especially anxious for renewal of 
friendship with the United States. 
Hence the likelihood of a trade agree- 
ment, 

Want Equal Concessions 

The British interests which have 
prospered by the tariff, don’t want 
the walls against the U. S. tampered 
with. The Imperialists, such as Am- 
ery, don’t want the Ottawa agreements 
to be impaired. Mackenzie King, Cre- 
rar and to a lesser extent, Dunning, 
are prepared to make concessions 
about their tariff privileges in the 
British market, in the general inter 
ests of world trade and world peace 
provided that in exchange for what 
they give up, they will get something 
equally promising. 

To come down to cases, Canada will 
agree to lower British duties against 
U. S. fruit, lumber, meats, ete. provid 
ed the U.S, will in turn admit Canad- 
ian cattle and fish at a lower figure. 
The only fly in the ointment here ts 
the Nova Scotia and B, C. apple grow- 
er, who sees no chance of picking up 
in the U. S. what markets he loses in 
Britain. 

That threat—of a lowered apple pre- 
ference—made a good Conservative 
campaign issue in Nova Scotia, but 
apparently it was not serious enough 
to affect the voting much. 

Will Mackenzie King and Roosevelt 
confer again? Some commentators 
are saying that they probably — will. 
The Anglo-American trade agreement 
is still in embryo. There is another 
consideration, namely, Gold . 
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A few years ago, there was alleged 
to be a shortage of gold. Now, at an in- 
creased price, it is capable of doing 
more work per ounce. Also, vast new 
supplies have been uncovered, Nor- 
mally, this would result in a great in- 
flation in prices. There have been mo-

He held private | Roosevelt's Gold Policy 


The experts say that Roosevelt has 
‘taken the rap’ by continuing to buy 
all the gold offered her at the stand- 
ard price of $35 per ounce, This has 
been a great blessing for the gold 
mines of Canada and South = Africa, 
Will he continue to do so? If he sud- 
denly ccalls a halt, what happens to 
the price of gold, and to the big gold 
produccing countries? 

It takes a more erudite economist 
than myself to answer such questions. 
But it seems clear even to the layman 
that President Roosevelt has quite a 
lever in gold, He may decide to use it 
in getting world reductions in tariffs. 

Some critics of the U. S. 


abroad, but won't take goods in ex- 
change, and that her customers are 
forced to pay the only other way, in 
gold or in loans. Loans being out, for 
the time being, that means payment 
in gold, 

Is this true? The trade figures indi- 
cate that the United States is now de- 
veloping an unfavorable balance = of 
trade. Still the gold pours in, Of 
course, at $35 an ounce, the gold pro- 
dusing countries are very happy to 
get rid of it. There is always the fear 
that the price May be lowered again. 

Both because of her vast interests 
in gold mining, and because of her 
stake in international trade, Canada 
is vitally concerned in the Roosevelt 
Chamberlain negotiations.

THE WORLD OF WHEAT

What is Western Canada’s most val- 
uable natural resource? 

Some say the top six inches of soil, 
some the sunshine or the hot days and 
cool nights, others the coal, copper, 
lead and zinc, mines and the oil wells, 


still others plump for the wealth of 
the forests and of the fish in lakes 
and streams, 

For m ypart | suggest that the 12 


inches of rain Which on the average 
falls during the autumn and growing 
season months over Western Canada, 
form our greatest natural resource. 
How valuable it is can only be _ fully 
appreciated when it fails to occur, 
and so when we suffer from drought, 
consequently in turn from poor crops 
or, worse still, from complete crop 
failure. 

Unfortunately, only 50 per cent of 
this most precious rainfall, scanty as 
it is, is available to the wheat plant; 
25 per cent is lost by evaporation-—- 
this probably is unavoidable— but 25 
per cent also is lost by weeds which, 
it has been calculated, decrease the 
yield by about 35 per cent. 

Obviously, then, it seems that one 
of the best ways to increase crop 
yields, which would actually be the 
equivalent of increasing the rainfall, 
is to eliminate the weeds,

(Experimental Farm Note)

The home curing of pork for sum- 
mer use should be done before warm 
Weather comes. The largest pieces 
such as hams, shoulders and bacons 
are most suitable for curing and the 
small pieces may be Consumed fresh, 
tude into sausage or given a light 
cure tor early use, Whether brine or 


the dry cure is to be used the main 


curing ingredient is salt and if neces- 
salt 
alone, A litle brown sugar sweetens 
the meat and prevents hardening and 


sury, Curing may be done with 


sullpelve gives the meat a nice color. 
lor a dry cure, provide tor each 
hundred pounds ol pork; eight lps ol | 


sult, three lbs, of brown sugar anu 
two ounces of saltpetre, Mix well and 
rub the meat thoroughly, using about 
half of the mixture. Pack in a clean 
crock or wooden barrel with skin side 
out, In about a week remove all piec- 
es and rub again with the remainder 
of the mixture, Remove from contain- 
er every seventh day and repack. 

If brine cure is preferred, use for 
each hundred pounds of pork; ten Ibs 
of salt, three pounds of brown sugar, 
two ounces of saltpetre and five gal- 
lons of water. Mix dry ingredients 
and rub each piece well and pack close 
ly in container as in dry curing. The 


five gallons of water and poored over 
the meat, Use a clean board and stone 
to hold meat below surface of brine. 
Remove from brine every seventh 
day and repack us in dry curing. If 
meat is closely packed the five gal- 
lons of brine will be sufficient to cov- 
er the meat.

Sitting for 71 days in Winnipeg, 
Suskatoon, Regina, Mdmonton, Calgary 
und VaiTvouver the Commission heard

Major witness Was James R. Murray 
Winnipeg, chairman of the Canadian 
Wheat Board since December 2, 1935. 
Mr Murray suid Canada must purchase 
the products of other countries if she 
is to sell her Wheat, Among othe 
cuuses for loss of markets, he said 
were increased production in normal- 
ly importing countries and disinclina- 
tion of Canada to meet the competi- 
tion of other exporting countries in re- 
cent years. 


Canada’s normal production could! 
not be marketed abroad, no matter 
What the marketing system, unless 


trade relations with principal wheat 
importing countries were improved. 
Every market counted in seiling 
grain, he declared. 

Adverting and publicity work now 
being carried out by the board should 
be taken over by a wheat institute en- 
dowed by the federal government and 
free of politics. He hoped the inquiry 
would make some recommendation for 
development of overseas markets 

The policy of the board which he 
headed, said Mr Murray, was to offer 
wheat for sale on world markets con 


tinuously in such quantities as the 
market could take reasonably. The 
board sold wheat to any and all _ it 


considered the price satisfactory.
